Oh! let the great.God of Heaven give a double Portion 
of His Bleflings unto their Effedts ; for they denote great Counſels 
now on Foot, and thoſe ſerionlly carried on, for the _ and

Grandeur of alone, ang neighbouring Nations; and that 
chiefly for the Gedeinent'cf Aﬀeiry as to the Rights and Pine 
ledges of 'Church and State z and all to make the hearts and ſpi- 
rits of a diſatisfied People eafiez and this particularly in our own 
Nation, where there is the greateſt neceſſity for it, becauſe of the 
many differences of Opinion, who are often in an uproar, like Sea-

Thus moves mans miſguidedOrb of Ambition on 
this winging Globe 3 but thoſe black crimes will not be long hid, for 
about that time as the Sun comes to touch the place of Mars,there may 
be a diſcovery made of ſome of their villanous Confpiracies; for at 
the ſame time, Mercury and Vers comes to a ConjunQion in Gemini 5 
for Mereyry can keep counſel no longer, but muſt of necefficy reveal 
it to ſome Woman : Then let ſach Raſcals know, that an Ar, or a 
Hempen-ſtring, will betheir juſt reward (or ſome thing equivalent;) 
for the Heavens bends down their powerful frowns upon ſuch Vi- 
lains, for the veryS$teeds of Day ſeem to bluſh at their Actions, One 
would havethought, we had clipt the wings of Rome's black Tribe 
ere now, but I know it's impoſſible to Jade the Seadry(ar to pen our 
the Freſh Rivers 3) _ yet we may endeavour to keep theſe within the 
bounds and meaſure of order ; and in fo doing, we ſhall ever be 23 
free from the Curſe of Popery, as we are from Arbitrary Goverment.

of their oppoſition”; therefare now,my hearts of Gold,take Courage, ' 
and ſtand to it 3 fear not z God's on your fides, and the Stars of 
Heaven, in their courſe, fights for you.z your Guardian Angels ſtands 
by you, with their Swords drawn in their Hands, and will drive 
the Enemy, like Chaff, beſore the Wind, and tumble them to and 
fro, with many rouling fears. There are Four Planets with the Dra- 
gons Head in the 2d. in Trixe to Saturz, Lord of the Aſcendant, 
. and the Moon defluxes from a _Trize of the Sun, to a Sextile of 
Mars, the God of Battle, and Lor#of England's Aſcendant; all which 
do promiſe eur Souldiers Moneys & Ammunitian, ſufficient to oppoſe 
thoſe (Idolizing) bold Pretenders; they being the true inſtruments 
of War: But let our Enemies know,that they will be neceſſitated ex- 
treamly, though they be proud and haughty; as he that hath but half 
an Eye may plaivly diſcern,by the application of Mars to the male- 
volent 2wartile of Mercury, Lord of theke Houſe of Subſtance,who is 
both in detriment and fall, and alſo.retrograde. And thus Jet Ireland 
know from me, that they will moſt certainly be Reduced, ere this 
' years Ations be over ; as it doth more evidently appear, by the po- 
fition of the Heavenly Bodies, at the Suns Ingreſs into Cancer and Li- 
bra ; which two Figures of Heaven I have conſulted, though not here 
inſerted : And fo I conclude with theſe following words ;

' Effet, unleſs they be the Cauſes alſo : For they a& according to 
their Syuation and Parallax, upon the Bodies by which they pals; 
yet they do not a&t upon Inferiors, according to the true and real 
Intention, and Extention of the Eight, which they have in them- 
ſelves 3 but only according to their appearing, when they come to 
| thoſe Bodies that are ſubje& unto them. 
| Now, God hath placed the greateſt number of Stars in the higheſt 
Heaven, round abour, that they might eradiate the Earth on every 
ſide, and carry about their Sphear with a rapid motion of Heat : 
. Now the Numerable Stars are found by us to be 1022; but the great 
. God knows the number of the Innumerable; therefore as we know 
| but in part, we are (nor ought) not to be poſitive in our Con- 
jeQtures of their Influences, &c. Now, there is a very great por- 
tion,of moſt ardent Light conglobated in the &r, ſo that it may 
| ſcem the only Fountain of Light and © Heat; for were it not hs the 
un, 
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Sun, we ſhould have perpetual Night, wary mommy ln reſt of the 
Stars: For as mach as ofhga Soon. ve aceperiegny inDarkneſs,if the 
Sun be but covered, as touching the Sun, theſe following 
Axiom are to be noted y (1) That it was fo great, as might ſuffice 
both to 1iluſtrate the whole Warld, and to Heat and Vapourate the 
whole Earth. (2) That it 18 ſuch a diſtance 'Elevated from the 
Earth, as might ſerve, ſo as neither to burnt, nor leave it deſtitute 
of Heat. Pſal. 19. v. 7. And, ( 3) That it may ſerve all (ides of the 
Earth with its Light and Heat, to wit, by turns; that Radiation is 
net made (imply through themidft of the World, under the Xqua- 
tor-z but under the Zodiack, bending to the North on this ſide, to 
the South on that fide 5 whence comes the diviſion of the Year into 
Four Parts, Spring, Summer, Autumn, and Winter. And becauſe it 
was not convenient the Sun and Stars ſhould always operate after one 
and the ſame manner (for varicty is both pleaſing and profitable to 
all Nature) there were fix other wandring Stars addgfl over and be- 
ſides, which running under the ſame Zodiack, and by certain turns 
entering into Conjun&ion and Aſpect one with another, and with 
the S»#,might variouſly temper his Operation upon Inferjour things - 
Theſe wandering Stars aregalled Planets, of which thege are Seven, 
reckoning the Sx for one; the other fix Planets therefore are che 
Sun's Coadjutors in Governing the World, which &iffer in Sight, 
Courſe, Magnitude, Motion, Light. The higher Planets do obſerve 
the Sx; that approaching nigh_unto him, they betake themſelves 
into the higheſt place, going from the Sw they fink lower towards 


the Earthz and for this cauſe both their Magnitude and their Mo-- 


tion vary in our Eyes; for when they are nearer to the Earth, they 
ſecm greater,but more 1emote, leſs. As for their Light, Mars is very 
Fiery and CalefaQtives Satern is Pale, and very Frigifaftive z Jupiter 
and Venus are of a pleaſant Light z Mercury changable and Sparkling z

that but borrowed, was given her; and by reafon ſhe was appointed 
to ſhew leffer times (as Months,) a Motion different from the Sur: 
was given her; that, by her departure from the Sux, and other Stars, 


and by her returning again, ſhe might defign the progreſs of the 
Months

Mortals on Earth; and that it be done more'evidently, ſhe 
was plaeed below the Sz#, that ſhe might- appzar to'us with her 
Face enfightned after divers maringrs. Now, God ordained Eclipſes 
alſo, ('1.) That we might underſtand that our Light is from the Sun; 
(2.) That the Magnitude of the Luminaries, and of the Earth, 
might be found out 3 (/3.) To find the true Longitude of Countries: 
And laſtly, "To denote Firtility and Stirrility, aſs Mundane Afﬀairs, 
as well as by the motion and poſition of the other wandriog Stars, 
and the appearance of Comets,e#c, Now, Comets are acceflary Stars, 
which ſometimes ſhine, and go out again, for the moſt pait with 
Tayls, or Buſhes of Hair. We reckon Comets to the Heavens and 
Stars, not to the Air and Meteors 3 becauſe they are not generated 
in Sublunary Places, ( as Ariſtotle thought ) bur in the higheſt Hea- 
ven, even above the Sun : ets are not Vapours kindled, but a 
Reflexion of the Sun's Light, in Vapours ſo far Elevated. The firſt 
is eaſily proved; for if a Comet were a Vapour kifidled, it could 
not Jaſt half an Hour. (For nothing can be kindled, but a Sulphureous 
Matter, and that is confumed in a Moment, as it appears in Gun- 
powder, Lightning, a Chaſme, or Falling Star, &c.) But Hiſtories 
relate, that Comets have laſted three Years. The Second is ſhewed, 
becauſe Comets (Firſt) Caſt a Tay] from the Sun,as the Moon doth a 
ſhadow (for thofe dry Vapours are not an opacious Body, like to 
the Moon, but Semidiaphanous. ) Secondly, They are Eclipfed ( as 
Campanella teſtifies) by the ſhadow of the Earth, as well as the 
Moons which would not be, if they buxg'd with their own Fire. 
The ends of Comets are, that it may appears Firſt, That the whole 
Heavens moves, not the Stars only. Secondly, That it 1s Liquid 
and Tranſmeable z not hard, like Chryſtal. Thirdly, That Vapours 
aſcend fo high, and that there are Mutations every where in this 
viſible World. 'But it is not my Buſineſs at this time to diſpute thar, 
but as near as ye by the Permiſſion of the Higheſt, endegvour 
to Interpret- the Meaning of thoſe Comets and Apparitions, which 
hath been'viſibly ſeen with us ſince 793 alſo Conjun&ions and Af: - 
pedts of the Superiour Stars z likewiſe Eclipſes, to this yery _

burnian, told the Emperor, {t pointed ont 4 Child to be Born of a _Vir- 
gin, which ſhould be greater than bez, therefore ſhe exhorted him toWor- 
ſhip Him. And then the Church of God was preſerved in the higheſt 
degree, as I hope it will be now, &-c. Secondly, The Triple Con- 
junQion, of Saturn and Jupiter, in the Regal Sign Leo, part of the 
Fiery Trygon 3 beſides, the Appearance of a Comet 1n the ſaid 
Conſtellation; alſo the . Conjunction of Saturn and Mers, Jupiter

the aforeſaid Apparitions, and triple ConjunQions of the two Supe- 
riours in Leo, did pre-note, as is demonſtrable according to Starry 
DialeQ, ec.

And that I think, is as near coming to paſs now, in this Kingdom 
of England, as the Men of Benjamin could throw a Stone, (and that 
was toan Hairs breadth; )ootwithſtanding all the Plots, Counter-plots, 
and Contrivances, of Rowes Wicked, Black, Jugling Tribe, Choſe 
Prophane or Abominable Idolaters,)who are not Rulers for God, but 
Rulers againſt God, to their Power ;z alſo deftruQtive to all that are 
good, and all that tends thereunto: For Religion, Lawsand Liber- 
ries, muſt not ſo much as be nam'd to ſuch, except their own; for 
all others, that pretends to any elſe, are Hereticks with ther. .Thus, 
you ſee, when a Rent is made in a Government, Religion, and its 
true Profeſiors, are ſure to ſuffer deeply. Examples of this within 
theſe few Years, ip this Kingdom, and alfo at this preſent in Frence, 
Treland, &c. bur. hope,God will deliver them in his due Time,as he - 
hath done us: For let the Papiſts know, it is not an eafie Maiter to 
change a whole Kingdoms Eſtabliſhed Religion in a Moment ; be- 
ſides, the ſame God that delivered the Tſraelites out of the Hand of 
wicked Pharoah, and the Egyptian Slavery, is alſo able to deliver 
the Proteſtants out of the Hands of the Late King James, and the 
Iriſþ Rebels : And this let the Rowan Catholicks know from me, ex- 
cept the Stars fail in their Influence, and God by his Word turn the 
Courſe of Nature (the which He is able to do in leſs than a moment ) 
they will never ſet their Feet on EpgghſþGround again.

And 
doth they not ( as we do) Hear, andSmell, with the Organs of Na- 
ture, and Breathe in one Vital} Air ? If fo, Qortal; and if Mortal, 
Subje& to Accidents and Misfortunes, as-we are : And, if I am not 
miſtaken, France, at this time, is at Enmity with all the World; the 
Turk excepted, who is a common Enemy to all Chriſtendom. Thus 
Men katch at any thing, when they are falling : Oh! what a Degree 
of Boldneſs, is France amounted to? But it will ſuddenly find ary 
Alteration, to the Glory of God, and the Comfort of his People 3 
becauſe that Tyrant, who at preſent is Ruler thereof, hath trodden 
down all that is moſt Holy, and Acceptable in the fight of God, viz. 
the poor Proteſtants, even his own Subje&s 5 when he ought to have 
been a Nurfing Father, and Tender Governour ; Ruling his People 
with Moderation and Afﬀability, and not with Tyranny and Barba- 
riſmz ſhewing ill Examples to his Neighbour Nations; eſpecially, the 
Kingdom of England : But France, muſt expect co ſmart for it, ina 
ſhort time: Alſo, the Bloody Iriſh; for how can they think, butGod 
will puniſb them, and ſuffer great part of their Walls to be laid waſte, 
for piling the Blood of Innocent Babes, that ſprawled aloft, upon 
the Souldiers Spears in 41? Can they think, that the ſhrieks of their 
" Robbed, and Raviſhed Mothers, did not pierce the Skies ? O ! Ba- 
barous and Wicked Men! Can they expe& otherwiſe, thanto drink 
deep of the Cup of Afﬀidion; for they are threatned with Famine,” 
or at leaſtwiſe, a great want of Proviſion; beſides, Wars and Pe- 
ſtilential Diſeaſes. Thus the Eternal Stars, ſo fiercely rowling over

ringuiſh, and Princ?s and Nobles be Reverenced, true Vertue and 
Learning be highly eſteemed, Religion and Laws be pratifed in their 
Right Forms, and Principals, and the Kingdom flouriſh yet the Ene- 
my will puſh hard at here Thus Men ftrive to. leap at Fate, and hurl 
their Fortune head-long at the Stars : Such is Man's miſguidtd Orb of 
Ambition, every one ftrives to be as great as Ceſar ! But let them 
bchold the Game'that laughing Fortune plays, who dooms them to 
cither Axe,or Halter; and tells them,by the Stars,they may as well ſtop 
the Eternal Sun, and drive him back, as think of entring. Therefore 
[ ſhall conclude with Saint Pal 3 $; Deus nobiſeum, quis contre nos ? 
If God be for us, who can be againſt us ? Ang the great God dire& 
our Supertours, in the Mana nt of thoſe weighty Aﬀeairs that are. 
before them 5 Preſerve their moſt Sacred Majeſties, and give them 
the Hearts of their People, that every Soul may be Subje@ to the 
Higher Powers : And this is the Hearty wiſh of him, who is a Loyal

' A ND now, Courteous Reader, let me tell thee, He fays nothing in 

Phyloſophical Matters,. that proves nothing 3 and he proves 
nothing, that doth not ſo demonſtrate it, that you cannot contradi& 
it. Therefore, I ceaſe to perſwade, and begin to demonſtrate z ceaſe 
to believe,” and begin to.know 3 ceaſe to diſpute, and begin to ſpe- 
culate ; for that Ariſtotellical maxim, Diſcipnlum oportet credere,A Learner 
muſt believe, is as Tyrannical, as Dangerousz therefore, letno Man 
be compell'd to Swear to his Maſters Words, but let the things them- 
ſlves conſtrain the Intelle& ; nor let a Maſter have any mere credit 
given him, than he can demonſtrate, &c. Then let Urania be pro- 
pitious to me, in this great Myſtery; to declare a Work of Truth, 
and Permanency, , concerning the Philoſophical part of the Aſtral 
Science ; alſo the Four Elements. 
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There are Four Elements, and Original Grounds of all Corporal 
thingy, bn ) Fire, Earth, Air, and Water, of which all Elemen- 
tated inferiour Bodies are compounded, not by way of heaping 
them up _— but by Tranſmutation, and Unionz and when 
they are deltroyed, they are diſſolved into Elements that is pure z 
but they are more or leſs mixt, and apt to bechanged one into the 
other 3 even as Earth becomes Dirty, and being diſtolved, becomes 
Waterz and the ſame being made thick and hard, becomes Earth 
again 3 ( even ſo amongſt the Celeſtial Bodies, YVexws being in Con- 
junction, Aſpe&, or Parallel with Satwry, participates of his Nature,

tinguiſhed, returns back again into Air; but being cooled again af- 
ter its burning, becomes Earth, or Stone, or Sulphur; and this is 
manifeſted by Lightning: And it is the Opinion of the beſt Philoſo- 
_ or the more ſubtler ſort of them, That Earth is not changed, 

ut relented and mixed with other Elements which do diſſolve it, 
and that it returns back into it ſelf again : Now every one of the 
Elements hath two ſpecial qualities; the former whereof, it retains 
as proper to it ſelf; in the other, as a mean, it agrees with that 
which comes next after it ; fo are the Stars by their tracing through 
the Signs, and touching each others Body, or AſpeGts ; and that ac- 
cording to their Natures z as we know fire to be hot and dry; the 
Earth cold and dry; the Water cold and moiſt; the Air hot and 
moiſt : And thus you ſee, that after this manner, the Elements, ac- 
cording to contrary qualities, are contrary one to the other; as Fire 
to Water, and Earth to Air. Moreover, the Elements, are upon 
another Account, oppoſite one to the other 3 for ſome are heavy, 
as Karth and Water ; and others are light, as Air and Fire 3 the two 
firſt being Paſſive, and the latter Active. Beſides, every one of 
them are diſti after another manner, and have aſligned to 
each of them three qualities, Wu the Fire, Brightneſs, Thioneſs,

and Motion; but to the Earth, Darkneſs, Thickneſs, and Quiet- 
neſs. Now, according to theſe qualities, the Elements of. Fire and 
Earth are contrary; ſo is Sat#r: and Sol 3 but the other Elements 
borrow their qualities from theſe, fo that the Air receives two quali- 
ties of the Fire, Thinneſs and Motion 3 and one of the Earth, viz. 
Darkneſs: In like manner, Water receives two qualities of the Earth, 
as Darkneſs and Thickneſs, and one of the Fire, vis. Motion ; but 
Fire is twice more Thinner than Air, th'ice more Movable, and 
four times more Bright: And the' Air is twice more Bright, thrice 
more Thin, and four times more Moveable than Water : Wherefore, 
Water is twice more Bright, thrice more Thin, and four times 
more moveable than Earth 3 therefore, as the Fire is to the Air, 
ſo is the Air to the Water, and the Water to the Earth : And 
again, as the Earth is to the Water, ſo is the Water to the Air, and 
the Air to the Fire. Now, this is the Root and Foundation of all Bo- 
dies, Natures, Vertues,and wonderful Worksz and he which ſhall know 
theſe qualities of the Elements,and theirintermixions, ſhall eafily bring 
to paſs ſuch things that are wonderful] and aſtoniſhing, and ſhall alſo 
be perfe& in Starry DialeCt; being capableto read the Language of the 
Stars, and diſtinaly know their Voices. Now, this is quite out of the 
Common Aſtrologers way, for it appears as a new DoCtrine to them, 
tho' it's the old and plainz for ask them the Reaſon, why the Sun is 
Exalted in Aries, or the Moon in Tawrus ? and why Sature was not

O ſay they, The Sun is Exalted in Aries, becauſe he 
is the Fountain of Light and Life 3 and when he comes into Aries, 
he produceth a new life to 4ll-Creatures and Vegetables, on this fide 
the Equator : But, by their Worſhips leave; they might for all that rea- 
'{on have attributed Libra for his Exaltation alfoz for when he comes

Exaltation here. in Arres is not Univerſal, buc in our Climares. 
When this fails, then ſay they, The Planets have Dignities in ſuch 
and ſuch parts of the Heavens 3 becauſe there are Stars of their 
own Nature ;z and (ſo by conſequence muſt be the Dignities of 
thoſe Planets ofthat nature with themſelves. Now, this is quite con- 
trary to the Dottrine of Hermes and Ptolomy, whom theſe Gentle- 
men boaſt of as their Leaders; when in truth they underſtand 
nothing of their Sayings, but cleave to the Cuſtoms of the World, 
and forſake Truth: Which ſaid Learned Authors in their Attri- 
butes, did not go about to Teach only the Art of Judicial Aftro- 
logy 3 but (in them, although darkly) the very $:crets of Philo- 
ſooby, in the three Worlds; namely, in the Ccaleſtial, Animal, 
and Vegetable Kirgdoms; to which we might add the Mineral 
Kingdom alſo; and how in each, the Great God JEHOVAH 
hath ſet forth His Divine Works of Creation, Production, and 
Multiplication: For there is no part in theſe Three Kingdoms, but 
the Great God (who was the Creator of all Things) hath declared 
Himſelf thereinz nay, in the very Inſe&ts, Reptiles, and the ſmal- 
Ieſt of Individuals! Therefore the true Knowledge of theſe Things 
conſiſts in the true underſtanding of the Celeſtial World z which 
When Heres and Ptolomy had underſtood, they found and knew, 
That Sol was ho ways to be Exalted but by Mars; and that it 
mult be done likewiſe in his Fiery Cell; and that pale-Fac'd Luna, 
by entering into a F:iendly Conjuntion with Amorous and San- 
guine Venws, and by Lodging in her Bed, near Sos Chamber, be- 
came «qual to Sol himiclf; and that Capnt Draconis with Mercury, 
remaining in the Airy Region, did produce a Fountain oy gs:

And Thou, whoſoever thou art, 
that canſt have admittance to this Cceleſtial Virgin, Court her. with- 
out delay,and ſhe will unfold to thee Great Myſteries | For ſhe isa 
Virgin,yet old ; (he was Born before her Mother,and brought forth 
her owo Fatherz ſhe holdeth in her Hands the Ccelelſtial Scales, 
where Saturn is made King, by the permiſſion of Bload-ſtirring Ye- 
»#us3 who afterwards brings in Mers to the like Honour with him. 
lf. That is, when Mars is become a Servant to Seaturw, and has

to the preſent, and Tranſlated, &c. 


Sidorws faith, The Word Sybil is a Name of Place ard Office, de- 
rived of Sos, which fignifies a Deity, and Beele : But for the 
Number of theſe Sybi/s, the Ancient Writers differ ; For /Elianss 
will have but Four, (viz. /Erithrea, Save, Egyptica, and Satdi- 
nie. Now Aretina agrees with [ſidervs in the Etymology of the 
Ward, but he numbers Tep, and aſcribes them theſe following 
Names and Places; ( viz.) Perfie, Lybia, Delphica, as Born at Del- 
phos, Omeria of Italy, Erithrea of Babylon, Samia, Cume, Helleſpon- 
tics, Phrygia, and Alburnea. Cuma was (he that- brought Books to 
Tarquinizs Priſcus, which ſpake of the Roman Succeſhon: And how 
ſtrangly ſoever theſe were Inſpired, they fore-told wonderful Truths, 
and, as the Ancients affirm, expos'd. their Prophecies in Verſe : 
But, for Brevities ſake, I ſhall only mention thoſe that were fulfill'd 
in the Conception and Birth of the Blefled Methas, &c:

And thus the 
Devil prompt on this Slave, this Gypſie, this Fortune-Teller, with 
undigeſted Notions, filling his Keart as full of Pride, as his Brain of

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Feet'z not confidering, that all things depends on Time and Motion, 
as is well defin'd by Placidus ;' alſo, by my moſt Reſpective 
Friends, Mr. Partridge, Mr. Biſhop, and my Self, whoſe Method 
we all uſe: But this Idiot, this walking Shred, this vaunting, up- 
right Needle of a Taylor, hath followed the uncertain Steps of 
Argol and Regiomontanw; the beſt of which (nor none of their 
Followers) never underſtood the Rudiments of Art in all their 
Days: (And this I can prove, let whoſe will undertake to vindicate 
them3) but have, with their baſe Abſurdities, lofatuated the Genius 
of thoſe, which would have been good Proficients in fo noble a Sci- 
ence; as this Scorpionilt, and his Aſſociates (Rome's Dark Lyin 
Elders) would have done us, concerning the Prince of Wales, an 
their Papiſtical Dodrine, (perſwading us to bear more than the

Moreover, accor- 
ding to his Argolian Method, he produces no DireQion of Hers to 
kill, but ignorantly direQts the Aſcendant to the @wartile of Satyre
